Calrossie Diadem, top of the 1959 Perth Sale at 5,200 gns. and Reserve Junior Champion, 
is a son of Banchory Orangeman, that like Kinellar Napoleon, is by Gallant Marshal. 
The Junior and Reserve Supreme Champion, Napoleon, that sold at 3,500 gns. to New 
Zealand, is a son of the 5,000 gns. Tradlin Bertie, also by Gallant Marshal. Another of 
Calrossie’s 1,000 gns. bulls was also by Banchory Orangeman.

Few bulls can boast the continuous record of champion sons at the same major 
show that belongs to Hayard Monarch, senior sire at Deep Cove. He himself was reserve 
grand champion at the 1958 Canadian Royal Winter Fair, Canada’s greatest. He has 
been called “the best bull of any breed that has ever been in Eastern Canada.” He has 
founded a dynasty unrivaled in Maritime agricultural history. 


Deep Cove Scottish Monarch 3rd was named grand champion of the Maritime 
Winter Fair, eastern Canada’s major annual show, in both 1954 and 1955. He won this 
award over some mighty heavy competition. He is a full brother to Deep Cove Scottish 
Monarch 2nd, grand champion of the same show in 1953, and full brother to Deep Cove 
Scottish Monarch, reserve grand champion of the 1952 show. Another half brother by 
Hayard Monarch was grand champion in 1952, another won this supreme award in 1956, 
and two others were named reserve grand champion and reserve junior champion in 
1957, while another Deep Cove entry, Acadia Sportsman 60th, was winning the grand 
championship. 


The Maritime Winter Fair was suspended in 1958 because the arena and cattle 
barns had been destroyed by fire. When this important show resumes in 1959, Deep 
Cove Farms will again be vying for the championships.

Standard Guarantee 


ENDORSED BY

ASSOCIATION 


Proper care must be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and health of 
guaranteed animals. 


All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to serve when under 
14 months of age, or not allowed to run with the herd when under 20 months of age. 
In case of failure of a ‘bull to be a breeder notice shall be given to the seller within 
six months of date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, if pur- 


chased under 14 months of age. 


With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are guaranteed 
breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served by a heavy or old bull. 
Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not proving to be in calf must be reported 
to the seller within three months after date of sale. Females over 14 months of age 
sold open, not settling within six months after date of sale, shall be promptly reported 
to the seller. 


When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller has the option 
of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfaction of the purchaser, or of 
having the animal returned for a trial for a period not to exceed six months. The 
expense of freight in such case is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is then 
proved to be a breeder beyond doubt it shall be returned to the purchaser at his 
expense. In case of dispute the return of the full purchase price, without interest, 
to the buyer will be considered full settlement and satisfaction of all claims. No 
charge for feed or maintenance shall be made by either buyer or seller. Salvage 
shall go to the seller. It shall be understood that the same guarantee given for the 
first animal shall likewise apply to any animal later substituted. 


Certificates of registry and transfer will be furnished with each animal sold. A 
signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be furnished with bred females, 
showing names and record numbers of sire and dam, as well as service date. 


Shipment will be made as soon as possible after the close of the sale, but at pur- 
chaser’s risk of loss or injury after animal is bid off. 


Calfhood vaccination is practiced regularly at Acadia and Deep 
Cove Farms and every effort is made to guard the health of the animal. 
Each animal in this sale has complied with the health regulations of 


the State of Ohio and health certificates on sale day will be issued 


by an authorized representative of the Ohio State Veterinary depart- 


ment. 
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
